STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Moultonboro, in 
the County of Carroll, in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House 
in said Moultonboro, on Tuesday, the 14th day of 
March, 1944, at ten of the clock in the forenoon to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1 To choose by ballot and major vote a ‘Treasurer, 
Clerk, Tax Collector, one or more not exceeding three 
Highway Agents, three Auditors, one Selectman for 
three years, two Library Trustees for three years, one 
Trustee of the Trust Funds for three years, and such 
other officers and agents as the voters may deem nec- 
essary. 


2 To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary to repair Highways and Bridges in 
said Town. 


5 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $288.49 for Town Road Aid. 


4 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $2,998.00 for State Aid Construction. 


) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $400.00 for the maintenance of the Fire 
Department. 


6 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $200.00 as the Town’s share of the 
cost of fighting Forest Fires. 
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7 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $500.00 for the improvement of roads 
leading to summer properties. 


8 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $1,350.00 for the maintenance of the 
Public Library. 


9 To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount on 
taxes paid in full before August 1, 1944. 


10 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


11 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $100.00 for the observance of Memorial 
Day. 


12 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $2,000.00 for the Support of the Poor. 


138 To see what sums of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the Laconia and Huggins 
Hospitals. 


14 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $200.00 for continuing the control of the 
White Pine Blister Rust. 


15 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $200.00 to the Lakes Region Associat- 
ion of New Hampshire to assist in planning and devel- 
opement of the town and for the issuance and distrib- 
ution of printed matter and newspaper and magazine 
advertising calling attention to the resources and nat- 
ural advantages of the Town in cooperation with other 
towns in the Lakes Region. 


16 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to sell real estate belonging to the Town. 
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17 To see if the Town will vote to accept a sum of 
money to be held in trust for the perpetual care of the 
Davis Cemetery. 


18 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $2,500.00 for the construction of a new 
bridge at Halfway Brook on the Mountain Road. 


19 To see if the Town will vote to determine wages to 
be paid for labor. 


20 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $300.00 for the improvement and care 
of the Red Hill Cemetery. 


21 To see if the Town will vote to place any money re- 
ceived from the sale of lots in Red Hill Cemetery in a 
Trust fund, any interest accumulating to be used for 
the care of this property. 


22 To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Crises like the present test the quality and sincerity 
of everyone’s patriotism and citzenship. The times 
make such unavoidable demands for universal coop- 
eration in the many lines of essential regular and emer- 
gency public endeavor that the response given may 
well be assumed to be the real measure of one’s love of 
country and his appreciation of the opportunities it 
offers. Ranking high in the list of public endeavor is 
the protection of our forests from fire. It calls for full 
and generous cooperation by each of us. Fire statistics 
indicate that better than 90 percent of all fires in New 
Hampshire are man-caused. If human carelessness could 
be eliminated from the problem, the number of fires 
would drop to a mere minimum of less than 2 percent 
of present figures and fire costs and losses would re- 
duce in proportion. While this goal will not be achieved 
because of the perversity of human nature, the record 
can be vastly improved through individual] discipline, 
alertness and cooperation. 

Discipline calls for personal restraint from following 
unrestricted natural impluses to do as one pleases with 
regard to fire; alertness in cautioning others against 
imprudent and illegal burning and in promptly report- 
ing fires to the local forest fire warden; cooperation in 
complying with laws, rules, and regulations governing 
the kindling and care of fires, smoking, safety of mech- 
anical units using fire in and near woodlands and assist- 
ing the local warden in extinguishing such fires as may 
occur. 

The possibilities of disastrous and expensive woods 
fires are constantly becoming more real. The hurricane 
felled an estimated one and one-half billion board feet 
of standing timber, much of which was never cleaned 
up. To this hazard has been and is being added exten- 
Sive areas of slash from additional hundreds of wmil- 
lions cut to produce vitally needed wood for the war ef- 
fort. With the stage so set, greater caution is increas-

ingly necessary. It will pay substantial dividends in un- 
burned forest areas and the saving of unnecessary fire 
expense. 

The year 1943 was an extremely fortunate one be- 
cause of favorable weather conditions. Many towns had 
no fires, some had minor fires while a few had expensive 
ones. The public controls the answer to the 1944 and fu- 
ture years’ fire records. If the public is careful and co- 
operative the record will be good. 

Your town warden is, perhaps, more perplexed and 
anxious during these war years than ever. before _ be- 
cause of increased forest fire hazards and diminishing 
supplies of available manpower. He looks directly to you 
to aid him. Will you? You can, aid him most effectively 
by always securing the required permit before attempt- 
ing to burn and by complying fully with permit require- 
ments; by being patient when he advises of depart- 
mental restrictions on permit burning or that he deems 
it unsafe to burn; and by giving him the needed assist- 
ance in extinguishing fires when he needs your help. To 
do so is to meet one real test of citizenship.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The schools of Moultonboro are being carried on un- 
der the same staff of teachers as last year. The current 
teacher shortage about which so much is reported by 
the newspapers, has not affected our community up 
to this time; and we still are fortunate enough to have 
teachers in all our schools who are thoroughly pre- 
pared for their work and have had years of experi- 
ence. It is to be hoped that we can afford to retain the 
services of these teachers—or others equally well 
prepared—in these days of higher taxes, higher 
prices, and inevitably higher salaries. 


Fundamental teaching of reading, writing, arith- 
metic, spelling and the like go in war-time as always. 
Geography has taken on a new interest as boys from 
our town are stationed in distant parts of the world. 
Weekly newspapers, written on the level of the var- 
ious school grades, provide timely material for the 
study of current events. An effort is made to disting- 
uish between true and false impressions in the propa- 
ganda which comes to our attention constantly. 


The work of the schools in developing good at- 
titudes of citizenship and patriotism, and in giving 
children a thorough background of fundamental skill 
and knowledge, is recognized as a necessary wartime 
activity. The War Production Board gives the schools 
a high priority rating for the purchase of supplies and 
materials; the War Manpower Commission rates teach- 
ing high on the scale of necessary work. In fact, we 
all realize that Hitler and other dictators worked for 
_ years to educate their followers while they were still 
young children, so these boys would become loyal sold- 
iers later on. Winning this war for the Allies must de- 
pend largely upon men and women already out of 
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school; winning the peace, and preventing future wars 
will depend in great measure upon the wisdom of 
those who are now in schools. The teacher in these 
days has indeed a grave responsibility.
